Governor meets with black press 


by Nicol Diarra Davis 


Representatives of New Jersey’s black publi- 
cations gathered last week to discuss with Gover- 
nor Jim Florio issues affecting the state’s black 
community. 

“T happen to believe that weekly newspapers 
are extremely influential ways of disseminating 
information,” the Governor said in response to a 
question of why he called the meeting 

Explaining that Jerseyans are “captive” of 
media from New York and Philadelphia and that 
he has had meeting with other ethnic press from 
New Jersey, the Governor said, “You’re a very 
important part of a mechanism for being able to 
communicate with the people.” 

Florio went on to say that he would like his 
black constituents to know about the policies that 
he has, and will continue to, pursued; but most

importantly, he would like for them to know about 
the “cardinal principle” that he established when 
he first took office: “I intend to be governor of one 
New Jersey.” 

“Whether you're talking about economic de- 
velopment, or you're talking about education, or 
you're talking about health care, you’re talking 
about two New Jerseys —one that’s doing well and 
one that’s not doing very well,” Florio explained 
“The one that’s not doing very well is, in large 
measures, our urban areas; and our urban areas are 
populated, in large measures, by African Ameri- 
cans.” 

The Governor said that the State has made 
plans to build on the natural resources in the 
different communities in its urban revitalization 
plans. 

In Newark, the State is supporting the $60 
million Performing Arts Center, which, the Gov- 
ernor says, is to be built “around the cultural 
attractiveness of the 
City.” 
In Atlantic City, 
ground has been broken 
for a $300 million 
convention center. Ac- 
cording to Gov. Florio, 
the center will be built 
“around the recreation 
resort attractiveness of 
Atlantic City.” 

In Camden, there 
are plans to build around 
the waterfront, the 
City’s major resource. 
In Paterson, there are 
plans to build around 
the old industrialized 
section that was once 
the heart of the City.

In light of last week's bombing of the World Trade Center, many people 
have been questioning the security of our area. How is it possible that 
someone could get into the Trade Center parking lot with such powerful 
explosives? Will this act spark other attacks? Exactly how safe are we? 

Until recently, we, in this area, have had a very limited view of terrorism. 
We may have either read stories in our newspapers or watched footage on 
the news, but such acts have rarely ever occured so close to home. 

We have, however, often fallen victim to more subtle acts of terrorism. 
Joggers have been brutally raped and beaten while out for their daily 
excercise. Innocent bystanders have been caught in the line of fire during 
drug/gang wars. Young children have been kidnapped and held captive as 
sex slaves. Women drivers on the highways have been pulled over and 
violated by the very officers who are supposed to protect them from such 
abuse. Children can't go to school without fear of being shot or stabbed. 
Women can't walk down the street without fear of being harassed. Seniors 
can't leave their homes without fear of being attacked. 

We must remember, then, that while the the bombing of the World Trade 
Center may be an example of the ultimate act of terrorism, it may also be an 
indication of the utter disregard for human life that plagues our society.

State 77-74 to capture the 1967 cham- 
pionship and cap a 31-1 season.

Florio said that he knows “intel- 
lectually and emotionally” the impor- 
tance of second chances. Having quit 
high school at the age of 17, the Gov- 
ernor eamed his GED from a corre- 
spondence school after he wasdenieda 
position as a police officer because he 
did not have a high school diploma. 

“T think we’re starting to make the 
case, even out in the suburban areas, 
thatunless wesolve the problems of our 
urban areas, noone is going to be better 
off,” Gov. Florio concluded.
